2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
invention is directed to a work station comprising two fixed receiving structures, adjacent one 
another, one structure having receptacles and the other structure having contamination 
limiting elements. The work station further comprises a substance transfer positioning 
structure adjacent both of the receiving structures to permit manual movement of a substance 
transfer device between the two receiving structures. The prior art (4,554,839; 3568135; 
3681632; and 4299796) teach fixed receiving structures and positioning structures. However, 
none of the prior art of record teach or suggest the positioning structure being located adjacent 
to each of the receiving structures, as recited in Applicants' claims.
